Joseph W. Hunter, deputy commis­ 
sioner of highways of Pennsylvania, 
spoke at length and Dr. Albert Cook 
Myers, secretary of the Pennsylvania 
Historical Commission, a native son 
of Adams county, gave an interesting 
description of the plans of the fort 
and of its defense works. Doctor My­ 
ers w'as referred to by various speak­ 
ers aa “the adopted son of Fulton 
county because of the gratitude of the 
people of Fulton county for his un­ 
tiring efforts in preserving for future 
generations” their places of historical 
interest. 
John D. Keith, of Gettys­ 
burg, was ako called upon for re­ 
marks. 
One. of the local speakers developed 
the fact that Richard Bard, who, with 
a number of the members of his fam­ 
ily, w'as a resident of Freedom town­ 
ship, Adams county, w'as captured by 
the Indians and carried west and that 
those who escaped wandered to Fort 
Littleton and were there resuscitated. 
Indian C hief Killed 
The famous Indian chief, known as 
“Captain Jacobs,” was killed by the 
defenders of this fort and his scalp 
taken to Fort Littleton for purposes 
of identification in order to receive 
the reward offered for him. 
The fort was named in honor of 
Lord George Littleton, an 
English 
statesman and man of letters, who 
was intensely interested in the wel­ 
fare of the Pennsylvania province. 
Daniel C. Jacobs, of Arendtsville, 
and A. E. Monterose, a student at col­ 
lege, were among others from Adams 
county 
who attended the unveiling. 
The tablet is oblong, especially design­ 
ed by Paul P. Cret, the famous sculp­ 
tor, and is erected on a native bowlder.

Cemetery

rials erected thereon.
